To keep up the supply of eggs from October 
to February is a problem which every 
poultry-keeper is not able to solve.

The 
young ones that have been born early 
in the year, and are fed so well that they 
are full of energy, are bursting with de- 
sire to show what they can ao, and so 
start off in Oetober or November. But 
very often they tire very quickly, and 
then require a little ‘whipping up ” to 
keep them at it.

A’ CONTRAST. 


There can be little doubt that Burke 
and Goldsmith were well known to each 
other during their College days, although 
their interests lay apart. While Burke 
studied and law, Goldsmith 
lounged at the front gate as the hour of 
las medica! lecture slipped “away. It is 
not surprising that two entries in the 
Zevister read as follows : — 

“ath July. 1745.—The following persons are 
deelared entitled te premiums for their wool 
poswering last Whitsumtide Examinations: Senior 
Freshman Burk (see). 

“1747, May. 26th.—The followmg persons sare 
sdmonished publicly for aiding and abetting ” 
(ihe riot at the Black Dog Prison on the 21st); 
and among them Olivec’s name is prominent. 

This riot was an unfortunate affair, in 
which two of the mob were killed and 
several wounded. It began after Commons 
on a fine evening in May, 1747. News 
went round the’ Cotlege that one of its 
students had just been carried off under 
arrest (for debt, possibly) to the Marshal- 
sea Prison of thes Sheriff of Dublin, a 
prison known as fhe “ Black Dog,” a 
pestilential clutter|of dirty cells. There 
“prisoners unable fo meet their rents and 
demands were dragged to a damp subter- 
fanean dungeon, about twelve feet square 
and eight feet deep, lighted through a 
eommon sewer’’ (Gilbert). 

When the students in an infuriated 
body reached Fleet street, where the 
eatchpole had made his arrest; they found 
ho sich of bheir préy;-.a hot pursuit 
towards the prison led to his capture. 
Dracged within the College walls, the 
unfortunaie bailiff was thrust where many 
andther had received the cold water of the 
Colleze pump. He was lucky to escape 
With-his ears intact. He micht well havo 
suffered the fate that Wilder sugested, 
had not. “Gallows” Walsh. a burly 
irresponsible student, * “incited his 
f>mpanions to attack the “ Black Dog’’ 
itself, and effect a general gaol delivery 
and a release of all the prisoners. 

They rushed the bailiff, half-drowned 
tind quite naked, fiom the College cates 
along Danre strest, up Cork Hill and 
through Hiczh street, accompanied by an 
ever-catiering mob. A determined attack 
was made on the Marshaisea, which could 
not have resisted but for the. lack of 
artiller®. .Roe, _the~ constable. of the 
mijoining castle of Newyate gaol, who was 
well supplied with cannen, fired on ihe 
attackers, and killed two. - 
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A MEMBER EXPELLE?. 


It is unlikely that Burke was even a 
spectator of these eveuts.” On the evening 
on whic’: they cecnrred, the “ Club, met 
and expelled Mohan, one of its seven 
members, for ‘‘ill-conduct and neglect.’’ 
It was then just a month in existence, and 
to recompense his zeal- for its welfare, 
Burke received the “Grand Thanks” 
from Mr. Dennis, the censor of the 
evening. So, while Goldsmith and other 
students were brawling in the streets, 
Burke and his companions brought the 
“First Lustrum’”’ of their session to an 
end. On the following evening, Friday, 
the club met again, and called on Myr. 
Dennis-to speak '“in character of Cata- 
line’s conspirators endeavouring to brinz 
over the ambassadors of the Allobroges.”’ 
his he performed, and there followed a 
debate, which was Jeft unfinished. 

A more interesting subject arose. All 
day..the College talked of nothing but the 
“Black Dog Riot.” ~ There were ‘heated 
discussions on the dining hall steps, and 
at “Commons time, to be sure, the 
controversy had not abated. Had the 
Fiotous students any justification? Wiint 
would be their punishments? Some of 
them would certainly be expelled, and 
five were—tunqguam membra pr stilentia et. 
coeteris ralde perntciosa, et hane 
amotionem in album Collegit referri.’ 

A week Jater Dennis delivered his 
deferred ‘‘speech to the scholars to deter 
them from cnvaging in the riot” The 
substance of if, Jies recorded hy Burke in 
the minute book of the club's preceedings, 
which he kept só carefully throughout the 
first session. This little volume, of 110 
pages, has twiee gone into exile: fron 
Colteze. when the Historical had to bow 
before the Board’s displeasure im 1794 
and-in 1815. ‘Twice it has been purchased 
cn the quays for a few penee. until af last 
it eame intosthe thands of Mr. W. J. AL

The crush of on the Carlisle Pier 
at Kingstown at the arrival or departure 
of the Mail boats has long since been a 
source of worry to the Customs and rail- 
way officials, who, on account of the 
restricted area of the pier, have found it 
very diffieult to carry out their duties, I 
hear, however, that an effort is to be made 
to overcome the difficulties, and that very 
shortly a charge will be made for admis- 
sion to the Ei with a view to discourag- 
ing people from going on it at the time of 
arrival or departure of the steamers. 

How well such a scheme will work 
remains to be seen; but J fear that the 
price of a platform ticket will deter very 


| few people from making use of the pier for 


the last words of farewell or the fist 
greeting. The only one who will be 
efiected is the poor person who can ill- 
afford the few coppers necessary to se ure 
permission to gain admission to the 
landing stage. 


Al Suggestion. 


On the many occasions on which I hive 
been on the Carlisle Pier I have 
wondered whether there is any real 
necessity ‘for a double line of railway 
tracks. Only one side of the pier is used 
at a time; conseqrently, a single track 
of lines should be necessary for tl.e train. 

The steamer from Holyhead always 
arrives at the same side, and, as it is only 
fox the incoming passengers that a 
Customs examination is necessary, it 
is on that side of the pier that greater 
space is required. If the existing rail- 
way track on the present arvival side were 
removed and the platform extended over 
the space where those rails now are, the 
arrival platform could be increased in 
width by at least ten feet. 

I am not aware whether the authorities 
have already considered such a proposal, 
but if thev have not done so, perhaps they 
might find in it a better way to reduce 
the congestion than by imposing a charge 
for admission. 


Ghe Mail Train. 


Another thing that has given me food 
for thought is the poor des:ription of rail- 
way carriages used to make up the Mail 
train for the conveyance of passengers to 
Dublin. Ffforts are being made every- 
where to attract people to the country, 
but the visitor is likely to get a rather 
bad idea of the travelling facilities if he 
is to take these ancient carriages as a 
sample, wtb 

I have remarked in these columns before 
that first impressions count for a great 
deal, but T think the statement is worthy 
of repetition. If the railway company 
were to arrange for the Mail train to be 
mide up of modern carriages, kept 
scrupulously clean, thev would’ he adding 
a weighty contribution to the reasons for 
coming to Ireland,

As a boy that shop was 
a | gives delight to me; and even if I 
did not trouble the proprietress for her 
most expensive rods, and the most 
gorgeous of flies, 1 certainly enjoyed her 
shop. 

At that time there were many -tackle 
shops in Dublin; now there are very few, 
and none of them obtrudes in the main 
thoroughfares. But even in days when 
they did obtrude people went to the back- 
water of a street in which the Garnett 
shop was, as it is still, situated. It 
would appear that the demand for 
‘‘ tackle ’’ is not now nearly so great as 
it once was; certainly the number of 
fishermen along the banks of our canals 
has dwindled to insignificance. 

“The pleasures of fishing,’ Arthur 
Ransome said in the sketch I have men- 
tioned, “ are chiefly to be found in rivers, 
lakes and tackle shops, and of the three 
the last are the least affected by the 
weather. The sight of rods in a window 
brings a fisherman to a full stop as surely 
as a bridge. In such weather as we have 
been having, when fishing is all but 
impossible, a fishing-tackle shop has a 
magnetic power that can be felt over a 
considerable di good or bad 


e 


area. In 
weather the small boys known to me were 
always conscious of Gurnett’s, and thither 
we all crowded whenever any one of us 
wanted anything. 


A New City Vista. 


Walking along the South Circular road 
towards Kilmainham, the other day, Í 
was agreeably surprised to discover that 
the road seemed to be continuous in the 
direction of Inchicore, and that the sharp 
curve in the approach to the Tower Gate 
of the Royal Hospital was quite in- 
distinguishable from a short distance, 
instead of dominating the road, as once it 
did. 

This new vista is due to the housing 
activities of the City Commissioners, who 
are engaged upon a big housing scheme, in 
the district immediately surrounding the 
pile of buildings once known as Richmond 
Barracks. The houses on the curve of the 
South Circular road shave been swept 
away, and a new road has been driven 
through the entire area parallel with the 
main road to Inchicore, but on a con- 
siderably higher level. Building opera- 
tions are now in progress on this large 
site, and very soon it will be covered with 
houses similar to those which have been 
huilt by the Commissioners on other areas, 
small two-storied houses with a neat 
garden plot and grass-edged, tree-lined 
roads. 

The change effected is startling, as one 
now looks straight into Inchicore from the 
South Circular road, and the long, straight 
thoroughfare gives an impression of 
spaciousness which was lacking in the 
past.. When the scheme is completed the 
whole district will be improved. The trees 
in full leaf will produce an effect that 
cannot fail to be picturesque. The only 
thing that may mar the effect is the 
grimly-grey stone of the barracks, now 
converted into flats, in the distance. It 
must bring a great addition to the 
population of the Kilmainham-Inchicore 
district, and probably finishes once for al! 
the notion of housing the Oireachtas at, 
the Royal Hospital. 


The Richmond Guard Tower. 


The gateway tower that stands at the 
entrance to the Reyal Hospital, Kilmain- 
ham, was first erected at the south side 
of Barrack, or Bloody, Bridge, at the 
foot of Watling street, adjacent to Messrs. 
Guinness’s existing wharves. The object 
for which the tower was erected and the 
period of its erection are indicated by 
escutcheons on its east and west sides 
bearing tne arms of the Duke of Rich- 
mond and the Earl of Harrington. Lord 
Lieutenant and Commander of the Forces 
at the time. There is, also, a shield on 
its north side carrying the armoreal bear- 
ings of the architect, Francis Johnston, 
the existence of which remained unknown 
until after his death; he having caused it 
to be concealed by a wooden box, which 
was allowed to remain to mystify the 
curious until, in time, it fell off from 
decay. A contemporary authority -attri- 
buted the conceit to Johnston's wish for 
posthumous fame. In 1847, consequent 
on the increase of trafic when the 
Southern Railway was constructed, the 
Richmond Tower was removed from the 
bridge and re-erected on its present site. 


** Bloody Bridge.” 


Prior to the last half of the seventeenth 
century the only bridge across the Liffey 
in Dublin was the bridge from Bridge 
street to Church street. In 1670 another, 
a wooden structure, known as Barrack 
Bridge, was erected, but in the year fol- 
lowing the name Bloody was more gener- 
ally adopted by the populace because of 
an affray that took place in its vicinity. 
Annals of old Dublin infer that the city 
had its bridge controversy in those far 
back days, because they tell us that “a 
riotous assembly gathered with the intent 
to break down the bridge,”’ and\it became 
necessary to call wpon the military guard 
to defeat that object. About a score of 
the rioters was seized and committed to 
the Castle bridewell, but while they were 
being escorted to the bridewell it “ hap- 
pened’ that an attack was made on the 
soldiers with the object of rescuing the 
prisoners and four or five were slain; 
‘from which accident it took the name of 


Bloody Bridge.’’

A correspondent writes :—Other readers, 
I suspect, were as tickled as I was by the 
advertisement in your columns about the 
Japanese doll which vanished mysteriously 
during Mr. Bodkin’s lecture on the new 
Free State coins. There is an element of 
incongruity about the — that in other 
days would have appealed to Sir A. Conan 
Doyle. I can LÁN 8 a first-rate Sherlock 
Holmes’s adventure under the title ‘‘ The 
Strange Disappearance of the Japanese 
Doll.” This is the age of advertisements, 
but in such matters as the vanished doll 
our ancestors could on occasion thrust more 
deftly than the most ingenious of Jatter- 
day publicity experts. 

The classic achievement in this line is, 
to my mind, Benjamin Franlink’s notice 
about his sister Deborah’s prayer-book, 
which appeared in his paper, The Pensyl- 
vania Gazette as far back as 1757. It ran 
simply and beautifully: ‘* Taken out of a 
pew in church some months since, a 
Common Prayer Book, bound in red gilt 
and lettered D.F. on each cover. The 
person who took it is desired to open and 
read the eighth Commandment, and after- 
wards return it to the same pew again; 
open which no further notice will be 
taken.’’ 


Origin of the Match. 
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Touching my recent paragraph on Irish 
and Russian matches, am reminded 
that the first step in the direction 
of the modern match was taken in 
1680, when people employed pieces of 
phosphorus, ignited by friction, to 
ligt splints of wood dipped in sulphur. 
This idea did not come into common use 
owing to its danger and the cost of 
phosphorus, and until the nineteenth 
century the flint and steel were popular. 
The first really practical friction matches 
were made in England in 1827 by John 
Walker, a druggist. These were known 
as ' Congreves,”’ after Sir William Con- 
greve, the inventor of the rocket of that 
name, and were sold at a shilling a box. 
A few years later we find the ‘‘ Pro- 
methians,’’ consisting of a roll of paper, 
with a small quantity of chlorate of 
potash and sugar at one end, with a glass 
globule of strong sulphuric acid attached 
to the same end. The acid, freed by 
pinching the globule, acted on the 
chlorate and sugar, producing the light. 

The phosphorous friction matches of 
to-day were not introduced on a commer- 
cial scale until 1833, when a factory 
appeared in Vienna for their manufacture. 
and for many years Austria and the South 
German States were the principal centres 
of the new industry, 


Duty Free Gifts. 


Some of the British tobacco firms which 
give free gifté in exchange for coapons to 
smokers of their cigarettes are very con- 
siderate so far as their Free State clients 
are concerned. They send gifts from their 
Dublin offices in order, so they state, that 
these may be received entirely free from 
duty. 

This special method of distribution has 
certainly much to commend it. A free 
gilt loses much of its attractiveness when 
the recipient has to pay Customs duty and 
the sixpenny delivery tax. 


President of the Law Society. 


My friend Mr. Edward H. Burne, 
solicitor, who has succeeded Mr, Basil 
Thompson, solicitor, as President of the 
Incorporated Law Society of Ireland, is 
one of the best known and most popular 
members of the legal profession in Ireland.

Co., he personally de- 
votes most of his 
attention to District 
Court work. Only a 
man of exceptional 
vitality, mental and 
physical, could cope 
with the enormous 
number of cases which 
are entrusted to him, 
It is interesting to 
note that when Mr. 
Burne was studying 
law his grinder was 
Mr. George P. Cussen, 
Senior Metropolitan 
District Justice. Four years ago Mr. 
Burne congratulated Mr. Cussen on his 
appointment as District Justice, and now 
Mr. Cussen has congratulated his past 
pupil on being voted to the Presidency of 
the Incorporated Law Society of Ireland. 
The honour and dignity of the legal pro- 
fession are safe in the hands of Mr. 
Burne. 


A Freak of Nature. 


Tucked away in the remote North-West 
is a tiny hamlet of remarkable beauty. 
It is called Glencar. Glencar is about six 
miles from Sligo, and is a delightful 
inJand haunt of holiday-makers in the 
summer, It is an interesting fact that 
there is a waterfall close by which. con- 
trary to all laws of Nature, flows upwards. 
The fall ‘is known as “ Sruthareail- 
anard,’’ meaning “the stream against the 
hill.” 

When there is a strong breeze blowing, 
the water, instead of falling down, rushes 
upwards against the mountain, or is 
blown outwards and upwards in a curious 
sheet of glittering spray. 

A most amusing incident occurred im 
this connection in the House of Commons 
at Westminster, when the question of 
improving travelling facilities in the West 
of Ireland was discussed. The late Mr. 
Cochrane Davies, Clerk of the Crown and 
Peace for County Sligo, was giving evi- 
dence regarding the scenic beauties of the 
district, and mentioned as one of their 
chief attractions a waterfall which “' fell 
upwards!’ The shout of laughter which 
followed drowned the explanation of this 
curious freak of nature.

- A COMPARISON WITH 


BYRON. 


SATIRIST AND SONG-WRITER. 
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(By “H. R. C.”) 


OW modern Heine is, or seems! Yet 
it is one hundred and four years 
since he turned his back on Géttingen to 
set out jor the Harz Mountains and to 
gather material for the Harzretse, the 
book which has convinced so many ol us 
that German was worth learning and that 
Heine was a genius. Heine's period 
coincides very closely with Macaulay's, 
but how much nearer to us he is than 
Macaulay! Macaulay belongs unmis- 
takably to the first half of the nineteenth 
century; Heine’s pros» might have been 
written in our own time. So much de- 
pends on the mental background. 
Macaulay’s was historical; Heine's was 
philosophical. Macaulay revered the 
British Constitution—and no blame to him 
for so dojng—and did not seem to think 
improvements possible aiter the middle- 
class reform of 1832. Heine had no 
British Constitution to revere, and he 
could not be expected to admire the 
débris of the Holy Roman Empire. 

Ii we wish to compare Heine with one of 
our own writers, we inevitably think oi 
Byron. The differences between the two 
men are as noticeable as the resemblances ; 
but the relations in which they stood to 
their countrymen and their countrymen’s 
regard for them since their deaths suggest 
comparison. Both seemed to believe that 
they were driven into exile—Byron by 
English Society, Heine by Government— 
and both went away bearing a grudge in 
their hearts. Their countrymen read 
their books—there was uc ‘cnying the 
fact that both were pccts—Dbut it became 
“good form” to belittle their genius. 
Outside their own countries they have 
always been recognised as great. na 
German history of English literature, and 
see the space given to Byron. Compare 
it with the space that Wordsworth gets— 
the ‘‘ mediocre Wordsworth,”’ as he is 
called in a well-known German handbook. 
I have heard Byron extolled in Germany 
as a thinker, but I have never heard 
Germans refer to Heine as a _ thinker, 
though he was much more nearly a 
philosopher than Byron. In the days 
before the war, at any rate, Heine always 
ran the risk of being damned by faint 
praise. It was not really much of a risk; 
for, whatever the critics might have said, 
Heine had got into the hearts of the 
German people. The Lorelei is a national 
possession, and Heine’s poems in general 
are better known to Germans than the 
patriotic songs of Arndt. ~ 


AN IRISH PARALLEL. 


The Germans could not but love Heine’s 
poems, but they felt it their duty to point 
out the faults of the author. Heine's 
sarcastic humour was not to their taste. 
It is supposed to be Jewish, but I do not 
think that it belongs exclusively to any 
race. It is the humour of the outsider, of 
the man conscious of the social inferiority 
of his race, and not altogether certain that 
the inferiority is undeserved. We Irish 
people should have no difficulty in under- 
standing Heine’s humour; it is not unlike 
our own. We are a modest people; we do 
not blow our own trumpets; and our 
neighbours are too busy blowing theirs to 
spare us a breath. We are as fond of a 
place in the sun as other people, and 
when: our neighbours’ broad backs come 
between us and the warmth, we are apt 10 
avenge ourselves by making disrespectful 
remarks on the parts turned towards us, 
and to assert insincerely that the sun is 
nothing to us, our young blood being too 
hot for anything more exciting than moon- 
shine. 

We are often funny enough, but there is 
nearly dlways a bitterness in our fun. 
There is bitterness in Heine’s, but Heine 
discovered pretty early in his career that 
he had that within him which, despite all 
racial drawbacks, wevid gain him recog- 
nition some day, and the knowledge kept 
his humour sweet. Heine had courage ; 
his confidence in himself reminds one af 
the young Disraeli’s. But his egoism is 
so quaintly humorous that no one 
resents it. His birthplace in Disseldorf, 
he said, would one day be a show place 
for tourists. High-born English ladies— 
the English were the only tourists: worth 
mentioning a hundred years ago—would 
seek out the house in the Bolkerstrasse 
and the room in which he first saw the 
light. He said that he had sent word 
to the old woman who in later years 
owned the house that she should on no 
account sell it; that the tips her servants 
would get for showing the place to tourists 
would amount to more than anything she 
could make by selling it. 


HIS LOVE FOR NAPOLEON. 


Tf the English ladies were to come 
accompanied by their men folk, I do not 
suppose Heine would have contemplated 
the prospect of their visit with much satis- 
faction. The English, as a people, he dis- 
liked—in his earlier years, at any rate. 
He was once in England, but only long 
enough to feel the desire to get out of it. 
He could not forgive England its treat- 
ment of Napoleon—Napoleon, the bully, 
as he seemed to free-born Englishmen, 
but the deliverer, as he seemed to poor 
Jews in their ghettos, and to the under- 
dogs all over Europe. You remember thé 
merdant sentences with which Heine con- 
cludes Chapter XI. of Das Buch Le 
(rrand :—‘* Strange! A horrible fate has 
already overtuken the three greatest 
adversaries of the Emperor: Londonderry 
has cut his throat, Louis the Fighteenth 
has rotted on his throne. and Proiessor 
Saalfeld is still professor at Géttingen.’’ 

Those who wish to make the poet’s 
acquaintance without going to his books 
cannot do better than read Mr. Henry 
Baerlein's “ Heine, the Strange Guest” 
(London: Bles. 12s. 6d. net.), a book 
which has just been published. It is not 
the ideal biography of Heine. It reminds 
me of “lives”’ of Lineoln and Garfield, 
American books that appeared in the 
eighties, and which had a considerable 
sale at this side of the Atlantic. Mr. 
Baerlein writes in what seems American 
English, and he has adopted the un- 
pleasant trick of introducing conversa- 
tions for which one has to thank the 
author's imagination rather than the 
diligence cf any contemporary Boswell. 
Mr. Baerlein, of course, has erred in good 
company The historians of Greece and 
Rome-did likewise; but he seems to have 
follewed too uncritically Heine's own 
account of his early years. It makes 
picturesque reading, but ane feels that 
Heine was even less careful than Goethe to 
separate wahrheit from d@ichtung. Never- 
theless, the book, as a whole, is worth 
reading, and the author deservés praise 
for his spirited attempt to turn into 
English some of Heine's most beautiful 
poems.

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A WAGNER PROGRAMME. 

A @reat feast of Wagner music was pro- 
vided at the Dublin Philharmonic Society's 
orchéstral concert at the Theatre Royal, 
Dublin, last Saturday. A good concert was 
expected; for the.young orchestra has done 
well at previous eonce at which Wagner 
music has been played, the Army Band 

layers who belong to it are always playing 

agner, and Colonel Fritz Brasé, the con- 
dactor, has apveared to us from the start as 
a Wagner specialist. 

Most of the orchestra's work was as 
brilliant as wagexpected. It has done so many 
things with a competence that surprised us 
before that on this occasion we felt free to 
take the most critical view of the perform- 
ance. It was possible to find points for 
eriticism. The wood-wind players, whose 
work has been so pleasing at times, were 
less conspicuously in the picture; the brass, 
powerfully effective on the whole, were some- 
times in danger of becoming coarse; and the 
decree in which the strings fall short of the 
desired brilliance was more noticeable. To 
mention such points, however, implies com- 
parison with a standard such as one finds m 
the playing of the best London and Maz- 
chester orchestras. The fact that such a 
comparison can be thought of itself indicates 
the change in our orchestral outlook in the 
last two years. Further, it is not forgoiten 
that the ‘orchestra’s position on a theatre 
stage does not give it the best chance. Ina 
conceit hall the: violins would be well out 
towards the auditorium; in the theatre some 
of them were cut off by the proscenium 
pillars. 

Indeed, there was very little wrong with 
the orchestra at any time. The concert was 
4 very enjoyable. and creditable one; and, 
considering what a great amount of music 
new to a large proportion of the orchestra 
had heen prepared for the occasion, it was 4 
concert on which the Society ean pride itself. 
There was an adequate array of instruments 
for the heavy demands of the programme, 
and all the parts were in competent hands. 

The programme afforded a telling conspect 
of Wagner's music. It gave us important ex- 
tracts from the ‘‘Ring’’ drama-series, in- 
cluding one big: section with a vocal solo part. 
It gave ‘us some of the best of the '' Meister- 
singer,’ a popular excerpt from  “ Lohen- 
grin,” and a “ Tristan ” selection that might. 
be regarded as a summary of t.at work. It 
concluded with that splendid tone-poem which 
is called the ‘‘ Tannhauser’’ Overture. 

The whole of that music, characteristic of 
the true Wagner in different moods, was 
preluded by the ‘Rienzi’ Overture. 
‘*Rienzi’’ we speak of as early Wagner; it 
would be truer to speak of it as Wagner be- 
fore he became the Wagner we know best. 
“Rienzi” is the work of a composer who 
wanted to emulate Meyerbeer; it was con- 
ceived, indeed, as a oak for the Paris Opera. 
Wagner had begun already to dream of a 
German music-drama, but at that stage the 
conception was altogether a dream, and not 
yet a project for which he was definitely to 
work. His mind was all on operas for im- 
mediate production, and in “ Rienzi’”’ he tried 
to make a success in the kind of opera to 
which audiences then were accustomed. He 
achieved that, not at Paris, but at Dresden, 
where the opera was produced in 1841. As 
written, ‘‘ Rienzi’ was inordinately long, but 
the company liked it so well that they ob- 
jected to every “‘cut” that was made. Some- 
what shortened, it was performed at first as 
a long one-night opera; but afterwards the 
exceptional course was taken of restoring 1t 
to full-length and playing it as a two-mght 
work, That arrangement, in the end, went 
against it, and it got ‘‘ shelved.” 

Soon afterwards that change came over 
Wagner which resulted in his devotion to a 
course that seemed like madness, yet led to 
triumph—the creation of a new form of music- 
drama with its own technique and its own 
temple at. Bayreuth. 

The “ Rienzi’’ music is the work of a man 
who could not help being different from 
others, but it belongs to the opera-type of its 
day; and it does not respond in the least to 
an effort to detect hints of the Wagner to 
come. Wagner was very near then to 
pressing to to, become a greater Meyerbeer. 
As an operatic musical director since the 
close of his school-days, he knew the require- 
ments of the opera house, and it is signi- 
ficant that the principals liked hig music at 
that time. . 

The experience of writing pageant music 
was useful to him afterwards in “ grin.”’ 
Generally, however, it is true to say that 
we are dealing with a new Wagner after 
‘*Rienzi’’. and practically can not connect 
the two periods. In that sense “ Rienzi’’ is 
not early Wagner; it is the work of a 
competant hand in a style from which the 
composer proceded to break away, to begin 
anew, almost fumblingly, in “ Lohengrin “ 
in a different style. Between the two 
occurred that curiously unplaceable work 
“The Flying Dutchman.”’ 

It was interesting to have the “ Rienzi” 
overture as an introduction to the Wagner 
programme. We had no “ Parsifal’’ this 
time, but between the “ Rienzi’ overture at 
the beginning and the ‘‘ Tannhauser”™ over- 
ture at the end, we had some of the finest 
music of Wagner’s most significant period. 
The “Ring” was represented by the 
“Entry of the Gods into Valhalla,” from 
“ Rhinegold’’—buoyant and flashing music ; by 
the sombre Funeral March from ‘‘ Gotter- 
dammerung,” the closing portion of the great 
musical epic; and by Wotan’s Farewell and 
the Firesmusic, the epic’s central moment, 
the mid-climax of “ Ring.” In 
these final page of ** Valkyrie,”” 
Mr. Irvine fonch sang Wotan’s music 
loftily, beginning somewhat rigidly but 
opening out in a little while to a 
confident delivery of the (God's austere 
address. The part extends over a big vocal 
range, but Mr. Lynch was not at a loss for 
expressive tone; he maintained a satisfying 
poise, in keeping with the orchestra’s steady 
moving to climax, 

“Tristan ” wrought on our emotional re- 
sponses through the sharp dissonances of the 
Prelude and the mounting ecstasies of the 
Liebestod. The “ Meistersinger’’ selection 
began with the reflective Prelude to Act IL. 
from which is broke away to the sunny Dance 
of Apprentices, the procession of Master- 
singers and the chorus of acclaim to Hans 
Sachs, and then returned to the mellow 
beauty of the Prelude. This “ Meistersinger °’ 
music was a stirring pageant, marred Pm b 
the foolishness of the arranger, who thought 
it necessary to tack on a conventional cadence 
at the end of the Prelude. 

The other selection also was an arrange- 
ment, combining the introduction to Act III, 
of ‘‘ Lohengrin” with the Bridal March. 
The familiar march section was taken with 
marked slowness, which I liked, as maintain- 
ing the picture of a dignified procession. 

Reviewing all that music, and thinking of 
the great demands it made on all sections of 
the orchestra and on the conductor's ability 
to secure not only a correct delivery of the 
score. but also a proper sense of the changing 
moods in the moodiest programme one could 
choose, one must recognise the concert as 
entitling the Philharmonic Society to put 
another feather in its already proudly-brist- 
ling cap, and as clinching the opinion that 
Colonel Brase’s intrusion into civilian musical 
effort’ has been a most fortunate event in 
Dublin s cultural activities,

It is under- 


the Queen, Princess 


Duke and 


GERMS “ CORNERED.” 
A MEDICAL VIEW OF 
SATURDAY’S REPORT. 


A high medical authority passed the 
following comments on last Saturday 
morning’s bulletin :—. | 

“This niorning’s bulletin is still 


reassuring. Jt shows definitely that there 
are so far no signs of the gravest of the 
common sequels to pleurisy—i.c., an 
ubscess in the chest cavity, which would 
necessitate a small operation. 

‘It had already been clearly shown 
by the previous bulletin that there could 
be no possible need for an operation at 
present, nor was there an indication of 
its likelihood in the immediate future. 

“ Both the X-ray and the examinstion 
by pricking the chest with a hollow needle 
and. trying to draw off any fluid which 
was present gave a neyative result. If an 
abscess were to forth, which is always a 
possibility where a large army of germs 
have established themselves firmly in any 
part of the body, the first sign of it would 
be an accumulation of fluid in the chest 
cavity. Such an abscess would have to be 
lanced, just as a boil is. 


PENNED IN A CORNER. 


“ There are no signs of it so far. Apart 
from the information given by the 
bulletins the first aect of the King’s 


physicians, if there were the smallest*sign 
of it, would be to call in a surgeon in 
‘onsultation. The signatures to the 


sulletin prove that this has not been done, | 


‘The clot of lymph which has formed 
(as part of the normal process of inflam- 
mation) at the base of the King’s right 
lung is certainly still teaming with germs. 
But the whole end and object of such a 
clot is.to enclose the microbes and prevent 
them from spreading afield. 7 

‘The fact that the temperature is stil] 
raised shows that the germs are still alive 
and active, but it is clear that they have 
been penned into a corner. It is the 
business of the body’s natural defencee 
(aided as far as possible by nursing and 
medical skill) to see that they do not 
escape. 

i“ “One of the most important of these 
means of defence lies in the refreshing 
power of sleep. Even ‘some hours’ of it. 
as récorded in the bulletins, are the best 

“medicine that could be given.” :

From Ovr’ Speeciat REPRESENTATIVE. 


The first official announcement oí the 
proposed new ‘bus. tax was made here by 
Mr. Blythe to-day, when he addressed a 
meeting of the Cumann na nGaedheal 
delegatés from East Cork in the Mallow 
Hall. 

It was the intention of the Government, 
he said, to oblige the ‘buses to contribute 
more substantially to the cost of road 
maintenance. 

At present, he pointed out, they contri- 
buted only 4.6 of the total road tax.

NEW HOUSING LEGISLATION 
: FORESHADOWED. 
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‘The farmer paid a certain 
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couple of pounds per head on Irish cattle, 
and so much per pound on butter. He did 
not think that they were going to put the 
British Government in that position. In 
that matter they spoke with their tongues 
in their cheeks, and if they ever got the 
chance of making good their insinuations 
he was quite satisfied that they would not 
)try it. But it was damaging to the 
country that the idea of repudiating debts

It being carried out, and schemes iike the 


Shannon scheme and the Barrow drainage 
would have to be carried out in the future, 
but the benefits of such schemes would be 
lost if higher rates of interest had to be 
paid, simply because the credit of the 
country was damaged by the widespread 


talk of repudiating debts, especially 
national debts, which had bega n in 
country. If they had that sort of policy, 


which he called moral sabotage, they 
would have damage done to the ordinary 
working man in the same way as people 
had been made to suffer for bridges broken 
down and houses burned. Fianna Fail, 
as he said, Had come a long way, and it 
was not likely in future to lend counten- 
ance to outrageous things that it lent 
countenance to and encouraged in the 
past. It had not yet risen to what he 
might call the Western European 
standard, in so far as its propaganda in 
the matter of the land annuities was con- 
cerned. 


THE CO-OPERATIVE MOVEMENT. 


‘One or two delegates, Mr. Blythe went 
on, had talked oí co-operation in the 
towns, and” had suggested that the 
Government was subsidising co-operative 
stores dealing in boots, bootlaces, 
crockery and tea. That was not so. We 
recognise, he said, that the farmers of 
this country must be organised for the 
production and sale of their own commodi- 
ties as farmers in all progressive countries 
ure organised, and we have adopted it as 
a policy that the creamery industry in 
| this country shall become wholly co-opera- 
tive. We recognise that the farmer can 
efficiently and beneticially to himself deal 
through a co-operative organisation in 
certain’ reyuisites Jor his own industry. 
To go a Jjittle further, we do not deny 
him the right to deal in anything that 
he likes, but we do not consider-that we 
have the right to assist him to deal in 
the sort of goods that 1 have mentioned. 
Undoubtedly, agriculture is- out of all 
comparison the most important source of 
production in the country; but taxation 
is levied off all classes, and we do not 
regard-it as preper that the funds in the 
Exchequer, cbtained from all classes, 
should be used for the purpose of 
organising co-operative gro¢ery shops or 
drapery stores, nó matter who they are 
owned by; and when it is suggested that 
stores of that sort are subsidised by the 
Government someone is labouring under 
* misapprehension. I should also - say 
that the Agricultural Credit Corporation 
cannot lend money for such purposes. We 
organised and assisted farmers to 
operate primarily in regard to the pre- 
ducticn and marketing of butter and such 
products, but beyond that we have not 
assisted in any co-operative enterprises. 


TAXING THE "BUSES. 


One of the things which is making the 
position of the small towns difficult 1s the 
‘buses. People are going farther afield, 
and they are going to bigger centres ; and 
the smaller centres, although useful and 
important, are suffering. 

It 1s the intention of the Government— 
not, let me say, in the interests of the 
small towns, but for other reasons—to 
oblige the ‘buses to contribute more sub- 
stantially to the cost of road maintenance 
in the country. (Applause.) Itmay surprise 
delegates here to know that “buses and 
chars-a-banc contribute only 4.6 of the 
total road tax that is paid. The ‘buses 
actually pay less than 5 per cent. towards 
the Central Fund that is available for 
read’ maintenance and improvement, and 
I think that nobody here van say that 
they do not do a great deal more than 
5 per cent. of the damage caused to the 
roads.

The amount, as a matter of fact, that is 
paid disproportionately represents ‘bus 
jowners’ liability. the money so derived 
will not go to the Exchequer, but wall, be 
added to the Road Fond, and will be used 
‘for the purpose of road imprevements. lí 
is intended to levy a mileage tax. ‘Bus 


drivers will be obliged to keep a log book, 
i and they will be obliged to affix on it stamps 
ito the proper amount for every journey... The 


amount will be fixed at the rate of one 
penny a mile for every vebicle not having 
seats for more than twenty-six passengers, 
and three halfipence a mile for vehicles 


carrying from twenty-seven to thirty-six pas- 
‘sengers. ‘Twopence a mile will be levied on 
every vehicle carrying over thirty-six passen- 
gel s but this will onl, apply to double 
decked vehicles. The effective rate for 
ordinary “huses will be the penny or three- 
halfpence a mile tax. 


SOLID-TYRED VEHICLES. 


It is intended, in addition. to impose in 
respect of lorries with solid tyres, if they are 
fast moving vehicles, fifty per cent. addi- 
tional road tax, and to impose on the slow 
moving veuicle with solid tyres a tax of 
twenty-five per cent. over the present road 
tax payable. 1 mention this, because ithe 


‘bus traffic has been increasing enormously 
latterly, and it is a great convenience to the 
public in many districts, bat, in. fact, more 
‘huses are being run than there is need of, 
and more "buses are being run than it is 
economic to have running. 

If there is some slackening’ off 
ir the number of vehicles on 
the roads in certain areas, it will. be no harm 
at all.

BANK RATE POSSIBILITIES. 


As regards the position in London and the 
possibility of a rise in the Bank Rate, we 
are not yet out of the wood. We have lost 
a great deal of gold for Germany, and evi- 
as that country can borrow 
abroad she will take the meta] from us.

In 
this connection last. week's rise in the call 
rate in New York to 12 per cent. suggests 
that the Federal Reserve authorities have 
resumed their effort to check the speculation 
in Stock Exchange securities. Failing an un- 
favourable turn of the situation on the other 
side, it can be faken that the authorities here 
will do everything to keep Bank Rate at the 
present figure. 


GOVERNMENT FINANCE, 


Still, the outlook is not a satisfactory one 
for the Government, in view of the maturity 
next February of over £170,000,000 of Trea- 
sury and National War Bonds. It is be- 
lieved that cash subscriptions to the recent 
issue of 44 p.c., Treasury Bonds were dis- 
appointingly small, one estimate placing the 
amount at only £15,000,000. If this is cor- 
rect, and it is also assumed that holders of 
£50,000,000 of the maturing bonds will con- 
vert into the new security, the Government 
on Ist February next will -have to find new 
money to the extent of over £105,000,000. 

This would represent a very serious diffi- 
culty. The a w quota of Treasury Bills 
could scarcely be increased much, for the 
figure hag been unusually large in recent 
weeks owing to the necessity of repaying 
Ways and y an advances obtained from 
public departments. The issue of an gs! 
new loan is out of the question, for it woul 
produce a very unfavourable effect upon the 
gilt-edged market, and evidently the only 
alternative is to borrow on Ways and Means 
from the Bank of England, thus producing a 
temporary condition of inflation. 


BRAZILIAN BONDS. 


More attention is being given now to 
Brazilian Government Bonds, some of which 
still give satisfactory yields. The new Presi- 
dent has created a favourable impression, 
and satisfaction is expressed with the main- 
tenance of the exchange at the rate officially 
fixed last year. The improvement in the 
economic situation is indicated by the ability 
to resume sinking fund operations with re- 
spect to the external debt under the 1914 
funding scheme, and purchases in connection 
therewith have occasionally had an important 
effect upon prices. Brazil is a country with 
an enormous area and great natural resources. 
There is scope for development on a very 
much larger scale than witnessed hitherto, 
but, perhaps, the Administration acted un- 
wisely in concentrating so much upon the 
coffee problem, for it may be that the sup- 
port given to that industry ‘has been at the 
expense of the development of some others. 
There is, however, no reason why Brazil 
should not ultimately reach a level of pros- 
perity similar to that now enjoyed by Argen- 
tina.

TIN SHARES. 


It would seem that the outlook for Tin 
Shares is not very encouraging. 
of course, with fluctuations in the metal, and, 
according to London reports, the market for 
Tin of late has been kept up by purchases 
on behalf of interests identified with certain 
producing companies. Last week saw a con- 
siderable amount of liquidation in Tin, but 
whether for this particular group it is im- 
possible to say; while the East was also 
a heavy seller. Most shareholders, probably, 
would not agree with methods for artificially 
raising the price of the metal, and rarely is 
such a policy successful in the end. It would 
be better if the quotation were left to depend 
upon the operation of the law of supply and 
demand, otherwise prices might subsequently 
suffer a severe reaction. ing of this 
market, it is rather curious that America has 
not taken a greater interest, for the country 
is a large consumer of the metal, which, 
moreover, is not produced in the United 
States to any i “og rn extent. American 
operators have been heavy buyers of late of 
opper Shares, presumably for the purpose of 
assuring future supplies of the metal, al- 
though America produces copper, and there 
is a big output in parts of South America. 


END OF A BOOM. 


We have probably seen the end of the 
somewhat feverish boom in Industria] Shares. 
This does not necessarily mean that there 
will be a severe collapse, but it is fairly safe 
to assert that the high prices touched during 
the height of the activity will not be 
witnessed again for a considerable time to 
come. In many cases they may never be 
repeated. Numerous shares were carried to 
an unduly high level, and the reaction is 
only what experienced market observers had 
been expecting for some time past. We shall 
probably never see British Celanese at 6+4 
again, Waste Food Products Ord. at 48. the 
Def. Is. Shares at 2x¢, Duophone Ord, at 
89s. 4id., Triplex Safety Glass at 13§, or 
Worldecho Records at Íos. 3d. These re- 
present only a few of the numerous shares 
which enjoyed a great rise during this year 
and last. 


HOME RAILS. 


Next week may mark a turning point in 
regard to the valuation of Home Railway 
Ord. Stocks, for if the belief is well grounded 
that recent heavy traffic decreases have been 
largely due to the holding back of goods for 
the lower freight rates, which came into 
force on December 1, the next returns should 
make, relatively, a much better showing. 
Prominent market dealers express the belief 
that we have seen the worst of the drop in 
gross earnings, and consequently the worst 
of the market depression.

A 
year ago the Mining Corporation was not 
even in existence; the syndicate had no link 
with any actual production in Malaya, the 
Nigerian output within their control was less 
than 200 tons of oxide per month, and they 
lacked any substantive engineering organisa- 
tion.

STRONG POSITION. 

The best illustration of the financial a 
gress of the syndicate was, perhaps, the fact 
that the profit earned in its third year was 
practically eight, times as great as the sum of 
their entire resources in 1925. Profits and 
resources, technical as well as financial, had 
advanced pari passu with the extended scope 
of the enterprise.

only a few hundred pounds. The net profit 
was more than £55, up at £195,355, and 
the payment of a dividend of 40 p.c. would 
leave £60432 to be carried forward, as 
against. £29,671 brought in. 

THE OUTLOOK FOR TIN. 

As to the technical position of the tin 
industry, he would point out that the metal 
was indispensable, its use was universal, and 
there was no substitute. ‘lin entered into 
every phase of civilised life, and in the past 
eighteen years consumption had grown by 
over 80 per cent.

EVER INCREASING CONSUMPTION.

than at any previous time. There was not 
the slightest doubt, in his view, that 1929 
would see a substantially increased consump- 
tion of tin in all the many American in- 
dustries concerned. ‘he industrial growth of 
America since the war had been so rapid 
and continuous that the average tin needs 
in the past three years had been 17 per cent. 
in excess even of war-time requirements, and 
in 1928 the country would have imported a 
total of nearly 83,000 tons as compared with 
43,000 tons of metallic tin in 1914.

CHARGE AGAINST CAVAN BOY 
FAILS. 


At Kingseourt (Co. Cavan) District Sessions 
a boy, James Carry, was charged with 
having, as alleged, maliciously maimed a cow, 
the property of his emplover, James Proud- 
foot, by striking the animal on the leg with 
a slasher. 

James Proudfoot said that on October 10th 
last the accused boy was sent to an outlying 
farm to look after the cows. He was given 
a slasher to repair a hedge. He did not 
return that night. He eame back next dav. 
He was asked if the cattle were all right, 
and he said that they were. Witness went 
out on the same evening to see the cattle 
and found one of them with its leg cut. The 
animal, which was value for £17, had to be 
destroved. 

Defendant deposed that when he was re- 
moving the cattte from one field to another, 
this animal would not go for him. He in- 
‘ended to strike it on the back with the flat 
side of the blade; but it turned in his hand, 
and the edge struck the cow on the hough. 
He meant to do no harm to the cow. He was 
afraid to go home to Proudfoot’s that night, 
and slept in a shed. 

The case was dismissed. 


Among those who atiended the funeral of 
Mr. Henry Dixon at Glasnevin were Mr.

TWO MEN SUMMONED. 


(BEFORE MR. KENNY.) 


Two summonses were entered for hearing in 
connection with the motor omnibus accident 
that occurred in Pearse street, Dublin, last 
Friday afternoon. 

Jimothy Kenny, of Sandymount avenue, 
driver of a ‘‘Silver King’ omnibus, was 
charged with having recklessly driven a 
motor omnibus at Pearse street between 2 
and á o'clock on the day mentioned, whereby 
he collided with a tramcar which was pro- 
ceeding in the opposite direction, and injured 
HSE LE rr ir who were travelling in the 
omnibus. 

Mr. W. G. Bradley, solicitor, who appeared 
for Kenny, said that his client, unfortunately, 
owing to the injuries that he had sustained, 
was still in bed and unable to attend court. 

Mr. J. W. Davis, solicitor, who appeared 
for the Civic Guard, said that he intended 
at present to give only formal evidence. 

The Justice said that he would not hear 
any evidence in the absence of Kenny, and 
adjourned the case until January 5 next. 

George Healy, a farm labourer, of Fortunes- 

own, Sageart, was charged with carelessness 
and negligence in the management of a horse 
voked to a farm cart on the same date at 
Pearse sireet. 

Inspector Dunleavy, of the Civic Guard, 
who had charge of both cases, gave formal 
evidence of having taken the accused man 
Healy into custody. He said that he 
cautioned Healy, who subsequently made a 
voluntary statement, in which he’ said that 
at about 2 p.m. on December 7 he was pro- 
ceeding along Pearse street with a horse 
yoked to a farm cart, the property of Robevt 
Rogers, ' Acre Brook,’’ Rathfarnham. When 
he arrived outside MeKenzie’s hardware shop, 
212 Pearse street, he brought the horse along- 
side the kerbstone while he entered the shop 
to transact some business. The wheels of 
the cart were then close to the kerbstone 
outside McKenzie’s shop, and the horse's 
head was facing Westland Row. A motor 
car. was pulled up immediately in front of 
the horse’s head. A man then told him that 
a collision had occurred outside. and he went 
immediately out of the shop and saw a young 
man holding his horse by the head. The 
horse had then moved out in a line with the 
motor car, as if it were about to cross the 
street. The horse appeared to be frightened, 
apparently with the crash of the collision, 
which occurred within a few yards from the 
cart. The horse was very quiet, and never 
moved when leit outside any shop. There 
was no chain on the wheel. ~

JOE CANNON’S CAREER, 

J’ Cannon, ‘the retired raceborse trainer, 
who.célebrates his eightieth birthday’ to-day, 
is still in excellent health and spirits. He 
had four sons, Josepb,, James, Noel and 
Arthur, and retired from active training in 
1920. Not the least famous of a famous 
rating family, '' Uncle Joe ” began his career 
as & jockey, and soon made a name for him- 
self as a fearless rider both between '' the 
flags’’ and over hurdles. He crowned his 
riding career “by ‘winning the Grand National 
on Captain Machell’s Regal in 1876. 

Shortly ‘aftérwards, he set up as a trainer of 
jumpers at_Packington, and, quickly making 
a name for himself in this branch, he took 
over the -Bedford Lodge stables at New- 
market, and was soon turning out numerous 
winners on the flat... He won the 2,000 
Guineas in 1880 with the Duke of. Beaufort’s 
Petronel, and three years later took the Oaks 
with Lord Rosebery’s Bonny Jean. Although 
be never trained the winner of the Derby, * 
came very near to it. when he saddled. Lord 
Aylesford’s Claremont, ‘who ‘finished second 
to Galopin in the great Epsom classic, and 
later on his charge, Town Moor, finished 
third in the Derby to Iroquois and Peregrine. 

Possibly the best horse he ever trained was 
Lord Resebery’s Kermesse, the winner of the 
New Stakes at Ascot-and the J uly Stakes and 
the Middle Park Stakes at Newmarket as 
a two-year-old in 1881, but, unfortunately, 
the filly split both her pasterns in the fol. 
lowing spring. From ford Lodge he went 
to Primrose Lodge, and later to Clifton 
House, and he would probably have won the 
Derby with Sir Martin, who was knocked 
over at Tattenham Corner when galloping 
over all his opponents. |
